“THE BATHING SEASON. 


We have now reached the season when m at 
of as who have the time. and jnelination {yr 
sea, bathing are thinking of enjoying a dip in 
the see. Many who do not indalge in thia 
health-giving practice would no donbt , jain 
the ranks of thore who do, were they satisfied 
that they o,ald do+o without risk, and that © 
they are justified in hesitating is amply proved 
by the asd list of bathing fatalities last year 
What precantions the authorities have taken 
to prévent as far as posible a repetition of 
these uuh sppy -occarre: ces daring this som 
mer we do not know, bat we would orge that 
the mere provision of a few Jife-belts announo- 
ed last year is far from being equal to the 
neads of the sitoation. Boats are an arga:t 
necessity, and should be provided at certain 
selected epota along the Ramleh const at fixed 
hoars daily. The proprietors of all ba‘hs along 
the coast should also be compelled to have 
boats in attendance and sach other measures 
be teken ae will ensore as far as possib’e the 
safety of bathers willing to comply with the 
rogalations laid down. 

Now that the pew sea wall is completed re 
hope it will not be long before the Manici- 
pality erects publicewimming baths on the 
quay. A little enterprise on the part of the 
Alexandria Swimming Club is wanted in this 
direction, the inconvenience of being restricted 
to the poor accommodation offered them by s 
dock as the only possible place in which their 
snnaal matches san take place being greatly 
felt. A commodions swimming bath on the 
new qosy would be a real boon to this o'ab 
find enable it greatly to add to the nomber 
of its members. Too mach is left to private 
enterprise in these matters, bat it will te 
nothing short of » disgrace to the city of 
Alexandria if it is left to the promoters of a 
pier, or some such body, to provide one of 
the most argently-needed requirements of the 
citizens. 

The cost of two or more floating baths in 
front of the sea wall \would be « mere trifle, 
and in no way interfere with the view from 
the osplanade, and even if the citizens failed 
for time fally to appreciate the opportunities 
given them for the heslth-giving exercise of 
swimming, no long time would, we feel con- 
vinced, elapse before the number of baths 
would have to be insreased. Judging by the 
namber of natives to be seen taking sea baths 
slong the poast, the native popolation of the 
city would highly appreciate a renewal of the 
oppartnnities, of which the erection of tha 
wall deprived them, and one bath could we!l 
be reeerved for their exclusive use. It is, of 
coarse, too late for anything to be done in 
time for the present sommer, but we trast that 
another year will not pass without something 
being done and that 1907 will witness a much 
improved state of affairs. 
at no delay should take place in pro- 
viding against soch a loss of life as took 
place last yest. Ventaresome spirits there 


“| will always be who refasa to be boond by 


regulations and take risks more or less 
hazardous. No measures need ba taken to 
provide for their safety, bat it is for the 
bather who would be cautious and ran no 
annecessary risk that we plead. At present he 
is without gaidsnce as to spots where carrenta 
ran that may at any moment unexpectedly 
sweep him off his feet and carry him out of 
his depth ; and be the responsibility for his 
protection st tha door of Manicipality, 
Goavernorat, or Coast Gaard—we presume it 
lies with one of these three anthorities—we 
contend that it should not be shirked If s 
death-roll from bathing cannot be altogether 
avoided, at least it can be greatly minimised 
by proper precaations,and it was clearly proved 
in more than one case last year thst life could 
easily have been saved had » boat been at 
hand.

Sarely it will not be necessary to establish s 
Humane Society to carry out daties that-could

CAPE TO CAIRO (RAILWAY. 


A cable was received by the British Socth 
Africs Company last week stating that the 
railway Broken Hill on the 10th inat. 
This point is 374 miles from the V:ctoria Pails 
Kind 1,016 miles from Cape Towm) and its com- 
pletion constitutes a farther step towarde the 
fa'file omt of Mr. Rhodes’s great echeme. The

On July 1, 1905, the 
a extension was commences, and the 281 
miles from Kalomo to Broken Hill were con- 
atracted in 346 days. On 99 days, however, no 
pate laying. was done, so that the rails were 
actually Isid st the rate of overa milea day. 
On September 26 last five and three-qoarter 
miles were put in between daylight and dark, 
constitating a record for rapid plate-laying in 
South Africa. The last 86 miles were laid in 72 
days, and the last 60 in 42 days. There ar3 
seven bridges of over 5: ft spar, and the Kafae 
River-bridge is 1 2°0tt. in length. It adds that 
3,0(0 to’, 00 natives were constantly empl y- 
ed, and sbout 350 whites. The narrow gsoge 
line to the Rhodesia Banket property has also 
been completed.

EGYPT 100 YEARS AGO, 


(PROM THE “TIMES” OF 1806.) 
Tuurspay, June 12. 
Constantinople, April 25. 

The Beys in Egypt have at length made 
themselves masters of Cairo, in the citadel of 
whieh they shat op Mehemed Seid Ali, the 
former Chief of the Arnants, and who had 
made himself Governor of Egypt. The Beys, 
however, have dismissed him from that post by 
Proclamation, and dispatched a Courier hither, 
to commonioate this event to the Grand 
Seignior, at the same time justifying their 
conduct and adding a declaration, that ‘ifthe 
Porte would confitm the ancient privileges of 
the Beys, they were perfectly diaposed to admit 
lis Sovereignty, and to pay the ancient 
tributes. They also proposed, that the Porte 
should appoint a new Governor of Bgypt, in 
the person of Hourched Pacha, or Hemed 
Pacha, both of whom had already filled that 
offixe ; they, the beys, being all willing, under 
these limitations, to resign the Government of 
Cairo to sach Governor.

MESSRS. SHRAGER'S BANKRUPTCY 


At the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday 


week Registrar Linklater bad before him the 
public examinstion of Cecil Shrager, the 
London partner of the firm of Shrager Brothers, 
of Lloyd’s-avenne, and of Calcatta and Alex- 
andris. The accourts of the London firm 
which had been filed disclose liabilities 
amounting to £78,893 (£61,518 being unse- 
cured) and assets £4,089. The accounts of 
the Indian branches had not yet been filed. 
The debtor stated im examination that the 
turnover of the firm had not been less than 
£4,000,000 a year, and what bronght them 
down was a loss of some £50,000 or £60,000 
on certain jate contracts which they bad been 


anable to execute Whroagh the cornering of 


the market and through disastrous floods 
which had disorganised the railway traffic. 
Mr. Rehder, for the trastee, asked that the 
public examination of the debtor might be 
adjourned onthe groond that, owing to the 
accounts from the Indian branches not having 
been received, he had rot been able to in- 
vestigate them. The Registrar refused to 
accede to the request, saying that he could 
always call upon the debtor to aseist him in 
the administration of the estate. He would 
help the tro by calling in the aid ofthe 
Cslontta Cont to examine the partner there.
